John’s name on the company’s books. 
The mystery was cleared when they 
found an ynderground wire from the 
restaurant connected to one of the com- 
pany’s feed cables, so that current en- 
tered the building without being regis- 
tered on a meter.

Advertises Shop for Sale After 


Being Sentenced to Prison.

COLON, Panama, March 8.—Through 


a tunnel cooled with electric fans and 
lighted with electricity thieves entered 
the establishment of the Panama Bank- 
ing Co. Monday and stole $16,420 in gold. 

Following the looting of the bank, 
the robbers made their escape in a 
motor boat, headed for Columbia. Pur- 
suing the boat in whfch the flight was 
made, three launches carrying 21 armed 
policemen were dispatched. 

The banking company’s cashier a4 
tempted to open the vault at 8 o’clo 
in the morning, but the massive bo 
refused to work. After vainly trying 


for some time to effect an entrance, 
the cashier sent for an expert and about 
noon the door was opened, whereupon 
it was discovered that the bolt had been 
wedged in from the inside. 

A hole was found in the floor aia a 
sum of money was gone. The police 
were called. A man was sent into the 
burrow to find out where it started. He 
came out in a house two doors away. 

This house had been rented for six 
months by an American, G. O. Wil- 
liams, who was supposed to conduct 
there an establishment for making mo- 
saics. The tunnel was discovered to be 
a fine plece of engineering and was 
equipped with electric fans and lights 
A hardware merchant a short distance 
from the bank when he heard of the 
robbery informed the police that the 
Americans had, shortly after 7 o'clock 
that morning purchased rifles, revolvers 
and 750 rounds of ammunition. 

It was also learned that they’ had. 
just purchased the laumch Shispa for 
$3500 silver, and had departed for parts 
unknown, but most probably for Co- 
lombia, with which country Panama 
has no extradition treaty. Williams 
was known to be a professional gam- 
bler, and the police at once threw out 
their drag aets. 

George West, an Englishman, and Vic- 
tor Schaefer; American, also gamblers. 
and G. H. Moore, eae engineer, are 
also missing. 


Philip Brockman, will 
probably die ‘from blows inflicted with 
a club by a negro burglar whom jhe in-

Brockman was found lying in the front 
docrway of his store unconscious, and 
at the city hospital it was found that 
several of his ribs were broken, his 
head, face and body “*ut and bruised 
and his skull probably fractured. He 
regained his senses sufficiently to mut- 
ter that a negro burglar had beaten him, 
and then lost consciousness again. 

Brockman lives alone in a little room 
separated from his store by a wooden 
partition. He usually retired about 8 
p. m. His frugality had led to frequent 
reports that he probably had a large 
sum of money stored in his room. 

He must have battled with the bur- 
glar, for his room showed signs of a 
struggle and there were blood spots on 
the walls and in the corners of the 
small apartment. After. the negro had 
fled Brockman tried to reach the side- 
walk to summon help and fell exhausted 
in the doorway. 

Whether anything was stolen the po- 
lice were unable to determine. 

Brockman h¢_ a brother, Joseph, and 
the police are trying to get into com- 
munication with him, in the hope he 
may help them find some clew which 
will lead to the identity of the burglar. 

During a brief period of conscious- 
ness Brockman said the negro was stout 
and wore dark clothing.

He drove over to Gran-

“That’s the woman who stole $69.5 
from me,’ Mrs. McGeever exclaimed the 
moment she laid her eyes upon the pris- 
oner. An information was issued against 
‘Boston Lil,”’ and she was sent to jail. 

Letter Intercepted. 

So far as officials at the four courts 
knew, “Boston Lil’’ and Eddie Mack 
were entire strangers. They were held 
for similar crimes, but nobody dreamed 
that they had any interests in common. 
But a few days after “Boston Lil” ar- 
rived in jail the guards observed thst 
she and Mack were trying to establish 
an “underground’’ communication. 

It was not ath “Boston Lil’ be- 
gan to find excuses to visit the counter 
where pies and tobacco are sold to pris- 
oners with money to pay for them. It 
was observed every time she visited the 
counter, Eddie Mack passed by. A 
guard saw him pass a letter to her. Ehe 
crumpled it in her hand in an effort to 
conceal it. The guard demanded it, anid 
she gave it up. 

The guard read it. It aroused his sus- 
picféns, and he passed the letter on to 
Assistant Jailer Witter, who, in iurn 
sent it to Chief Smith. Chief Smith 
sent it to Circuit Attorney Jones. The 
letter contained advice as to how “Bos- 
ton Lil’ ‘might escape prosecution. 
Howe's name was not mentioned. 

John P. Collins, an undertaker and 
former member of the Missouri Sen- 
ate, signed “Boston Lil’s” bond Oct. 
4, and she was released. 

Judge Grimm Protests. 

Two days later the cases against 
Mack and Harris were called. Howe 
appeared as their attorney. Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Rudolph addressed 
the court and announced that the Cir- 
eult Attorney’s office would enter a 
nolle pros in the Mack and Harris 
cases. 

Judge Grimm, then on the criminal 
bench, said the cases would have to 
be dismissed without the consent of 
court. 

“If these cases are dismissed the 
Cireult Attorney will have to accept 
the responsibility for it,” said the 
Court. 

“Your Honor, we will accept full 
responsibility,” Rudoiph answered. 

“The clerk will please make a no- 
tation that these cases are dismissed 
without the consent of the Court,”’ 
Judge Grimm announced, And so the 
record appears in the minutes of the 
court. Circuit Attorney Jones says it 
had been the custom of Judge Grimm in 
all cases to let the record show wheth- 
er they were dismissed with or without 
the consent of the court, and that there 
was nothing unusual in the case. 

Mack and Harris walked ut of the 
court, with their attorney, free men. 

Four days later Horstmeier ap- 
peared in court and entered a plea 


not to appear as a witness against 
Harris and Mack. His sentence was 
deferred until Dec. 2, when he was 
fined $100 and costs. 
Under date of Oct. 28, 1910, Judge 
Grimm issued a public letter pertaining 
to the Circuit Attorney’s action in dis- 
missing these cases, a copy of which 
he sent to Jones.

THE LIGHTING CASE 





to Proceeding. 


A quo warranto suit to annul the fran 
chise of the West End Light and Pow- 
er Co. was filed in the St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court June 16, 1910, by Circuit At- 
torney Jones. The West End company 
held a franchise that had been granted 


to Browning, King & Co. in 1885. 

Charles W. Bates, in his official ca- 
pacity as City Counselor, had held the 
franchise to be valid. The Board of 
Public Improvements had recognized its 
validity, and had issued permits for 
erecting poles and stringing wires. The 
West End company had prepared plans 
for a power house and distributing sys- 
tem, and was getting ready to enter the 
field as a competitor of Union Elec- 
tric, the lighting monopoly. 

The record in the case, on file in the 
Circuit Court, shows the following facts: 

(1) That Circuit Attorney Jones in- 
stituted the suit at the solicitation of 

' Jeptha D. Howe and Lon O. Hocker. 

(2) That the petition in the case was 
prepared in Hocker and Howe's of- 
fices and signed by Jones as Circuit 
Attorney. 

(3) That Howe and Hocker were 
the paid attorneys of James Camp- 
bell, financial head of the. public 
service monopolies of St. Louis, and 
presumably interested in stacee out 
electric light competition. 

(4) That Howe was paid a fee of 
$2500 for his services in the case. 

(6) That the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice had pending a quo warranto 
suit against Union Electric, at the 
time the West End suit was filed, 
charging it with having created a 
monopoly. 

(6) That Hocker, acting for 
Campbell in the employment of 
Howe, considered as a favorable 

' element the fact that Howe was a 
brother-in-law of Cireuit Attorney 

Jones, 

Mayor Refases to Act. 

The depositions of Howe, Hocker and 
Jones were taken by attorneys for the 
West End company in an effort to snow 
that the action was not instituted in 
good faith, and that Howe’s employ- 
ment was really for the purpose of in- 
fluencing the Circuit Attorney to file 
the suit. 

The record shows that Mayor 
Kreiamann and President Reber of the 
Board of Public Inrprovements had 
refused to lend their sanction to the 
suit. Atterney Hocker tried to get 
them to let him file the suit in the 
name of the city, but they refused 

Hocker then turned to Howe. Up toa 
this time he had handled the case alone. 
He had represented W. Hall Trigg, who 
alleged that his property rights were 


imenaced by the company’s plan to string 


poles in a certain alley, in an injunction 
suit filed agains: the West: End com- 
pany. Trigg, it has been shown by the 
record, was acting for the lighting mo- 
nopoly in permitting the injunction suit 
to be filed in his name. 

At the time of Howe's employment, 
the injunction suit hadi not been decided, 
Hocker had seemingly anticipated an 
adverse decision at the hands of Judge 
before whom the injunction suit 





Howe Was Engaged by Electric Monopoly in 
Effort to Annul Franchise of Rival Concern, 
Made Througlf Jones, After Mayor Kreis- 
mann Had Refused to Lend His Authority 


“When I had in mind that the advis-' 
ability or propriety of seeking quo war- 
ranto proceedings, I advised with Mr. 
Howe about it,’’ Hocker testified before 
Commissioner Guy A. Thompson July 
26, 1909 

Judge Grimm decided the injunction 
suit in favor of the West End com- 
pany, May 3, 1909. 

The record shows that Howe. and 
Hocker conferred with Circuit Attorgey 
Jones early in April, a month before 
the injunction case was decided, and 
asked him to file the quo warranto 
suit. 

When this suit was filed, neither the 
name of Howe nor that of Hocker ap- 
peared on the petition. There was 
nothing about the petition to show 
that it had been inspired by the light- 
ing monopoly. Jones gave out an in- 
terview after the suit was filed, saying 
that Howe and Hocker were back of it. 

Jones himself testified that Howe 
and Hocker represented to him that they 
were acting for Trigg, who had been 
the buffer for the lighting monopoly in 
the injunction proceedings. 


Hocker Reluctant Witness. 
When Hocker was put on the wit- 


ness stand, he resorted to all the ar- 
tifices of a skilled lawyer to keep 
from disclosing the fact that James 
Campbell had put up the money to 
pay Howe’s fee. 

He testified at first that he had em- 
ployed Howe on his own account; 
later that he was acting for Trigg; 


‘Ithen he refused to answer, and did 


not disclose the hand of Campbell un- 
til the Commissioner had ruled sev- 
eral times that he must answer the 
question, 

Howe testified that the only investi- 

gation he made of the law and the 
facts in the case, prior to calling on 
the Circuit Attorney and asking him 
to file the suit, was in the office of 
Attorney Hocker, and that the only 
facts that he examined were such as 
Attorney Hocker presented to him. 
» He testified that he and Hocker pre- 
pared the petition and took it to Circuit 
Attorney Jones to sign. Jones testified 
that the only change he made in the 
petition was to change the spelling of his 
first name,’ which in one place had been 
spelled “Siebert” instead of ‘“‘Seebert.” 
He said he sent it back to Howe’s of- 
fice to have that correction made by 
Howe's stenographer, who had tran- 
scribed the petition.

Relationship Cited. 

The West End Light & Power Co., 
in its brief on file in the Circuit Court, 
makes this charge against Howe and 
Jonea in connection with the quo war- 
ranto suit brought against the company 
to deprive it of its franchise: 


“The testimony shows that the em- 
ployment of Mr. Howe was in part due 
to his‘ relationship to the Circuit At- 
torney. The depositions show that Mr. 
Howe accepted Mr. Hocker’s’view of the 
law and the facts without an inde- 
pendent investigation thereof, and that 
the Circuit Attorney’s office adopted the 
game course. The depositions show that 
it mattered not to the Circuit Attorney 
that Judge Grimm had passed upon the 
proposition, nor did the conclusions 
reached by City Counselor Bates inter- 
est him, nor was he interested by the 
fact that both the Mayor of the city 
of St. Louis and the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements had re- 
fused to lend the name of the city of 
St. Louis to the contemplated proceed-

Which Got Back 


of Havlin’s— Judge 


William Garen, manager of Havlin's 
Theater, was arrested Sunday night, 
Sept. 18 last, on a charge of embezzle- 
ment. He was placed in the police 
holdover, and Monday an attachment 
suit was filed against him, alleging tha* 
he was indebted to the theater to the 
amount of $27,840 

The suit was filed for the St. Louis 
Theater Co., owner of Havlin’s, by 
Jeptha D. Howe. Garen was indicted 
a week later, charged with the embez- 
ziement of $22,208. On Sept. 30 he con- 
fessed judgment in the attachment 
suits and returned $14,000 to the theater 
company. He signed an acknowledg- 
ment that he owed the thedter $24,000. 

The Garen case was set for trial Dec. 
20. By consent of Howe it wag con- 
tinued until the February term. When 
it was called for trial Feb. 10, Garen 
entered a plea of guilty. Circuit At- 
torney Jones recommended a two-year 
sentence in the penitentiary and a pa- 
role, Judge Wilson A. Taylor, before 
whom the plea of guilty was made, 
asked Garen if he understood, when he 
restored part of the embezzled money 
to the theater, that he was to be pa- 
roled. He replied that he so under- 
stood.

Five cases charging violations of 
the smoke ordinances were continued 
until April 10 by Judge Miller in the 
Court of Criminal Correction Wednes- 
day, at the request of the defendants, 
all of whom promised to increase 
their efforts to abate smoke.

The five defendants arraigned 
were Charles F. Gauss, wholesale 
hatter; Julius C, Strauss, photogres- 
pher; H. J. MeNichols, furniture deal- 
er; R. C. Seifert, engineer for the 
Polar Wave Ice Co.; and F. G. Clan- 
cy, Manager ofthe Marquette Hotel. 

Clancy told Judge Miller that his totel 
is In @ peculiar position. ‘Ie said that 
all of the beilers at the hetel are oper~ 
ated by the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co., which furnishes the light 
and heat to the hostelry. He insisted 
that the Union Electric should be held 
/yesponsible for the smoke. He prom- 


ised to confer with the officials of the 


light company and was given until April 
10 to do so. 
Experimenting With Devices. 

Seifert announced that the Polar 
Wave company has spent $20,000 in ex- 
perimenting with smoke-consuming de- 
vices and feels that it ts now master of 
the situation. He said chat the experi- 
ments would be continued, and asked 
for more time. 

Strauss told the Judge that for years 
he used hard coal and a smoke con- 
sumeér, at great expense. 

“When I saw that my neighbors used 
soft coal and filled the air with dense 
smoke without being molested, I con- 
cluded to be economical and use soft 
coal,”” he said, 

When Judge Miller ‘qunounced that hé 
would cofitinue the case until April 10, 
Strauss said that he would be’ using 
hard coal by that time, and would not 
be among the smoke violators. 

Gauss «said that he had been ex- 

rimenting for months with smoke-con- 
suming equipments, and was leaving no 
‘stone unturned to abate smoke. He

COMMITTEE ASKS 
NEW CAR QUTLEI 
FOR SOUTH SIDE 


Through Line From Broadway 
and Arsenal to Clifton Heights 
Considered. 


—_ 


Plans for increasing street railway fa- 
cilities were discussed by the Special 
Joint Committee of the Municipal As- 
sembly in conference with Bruce Cam- 
eron, transportation superintendent of 
the United Railways Co., Wednesday. 

There was further discussion of terms 
on which it is proposed by some mem- 
bers ef the committee to affect a corm- 
promise by which the United Railways 
Co. shall be relieved of certain of its 
obligations in return for a universal 
transfer system and other concessions. 

Among the matters discussed were 
projected methods of relieving conges- 
tion in parts of South and North St. 
Louis. These have been under consid- 
eration at many meetings of the com- 
mittee. 

It was suggested that the company 
construct a through line from Broad- 
way and Arsenal street to the end 
of the Tower Grove division at Clif- 
ton Heights, thus affording an outlet 
from the southwest portion of the 
city to South Broadway. As Arsenal 
street for nearly its entire length is 
now traversed by cars of the com- 
pany, it was pointed out that this 
would require the building of only 15 
blocks of track. 

In North St. Louis it is urged thai 
the Union line be extended along the 
Bircher road to Broadway, and that 
the western .portion, of the same line 
be extended along the present Floris- 
sant aevnue (Belefontaine) line so 
as to afford adequate transportation 
facilities for Walnut Park and Jen- 
nings Heights. 

It has been also suggested that the 
Cherokee line. be extended from Ninth 
street to Broadway on St. Louis avenue, 
making it possible for Broadway pas- 
sengers to transfer to the Cherokee line 
ac St. Louis avenue, instead of. walk- 
ing four blocks and paying an extra 
fare. 

The committee also questioned Cam- 
éron as to the practicability of rear- 
ranging the transfer system so that pas- 
sengers can go to any part of the city 
on a single fare.

Bernhardt had 
builded her creation up to this instant, 
from the earlier phase of its care-free 
gayety, onward through that rapturous 
period of Marguerite’s love-surrender to 
Armand, thence te a realization of the 
blight that had been placed upon his 
life by her love, with the most exquis- 
ite art. Thenceforward, to the inevit- 
able and long-foreshadowed moment of 
the death of Camille, she held her audi- 
ence in the stilled grip of a spiritual and 
emotional absorption so tense that its 
cessation at the last curtain’s fall 
brought one back to a consciousness of 
present reality with something like a 
shock of awakening. 

It was then, supremely, that all of us 
realized the acted drama’s power for 
Life’s re-creation under the touch of a 
player entirely great. 

The Armand Duval of M. Tellegen’s 
presenting seemed, to my mind, a per- 
fect realization of the part—young, 
handsome, ardent, deeply and sincerely 
loving, stmcken to the soul at the sacri- 
ficial loss of the loved woman, a figure 
that shared with Camille herself the 
deep pity of its audience. The elder 
Duval played by M. Maxudian was ad- 
mirable in dignity, in tenderness for the 
beautiful, and inherently good, though 
now sinning woman from whom he must 
needs save his son; in sincere serrow 
for their sorrow, which, nevertheless, 
must be suffered. The finished quality 
of Maxudian’s art is a delight to study. 
It was peculiarly in evidence in the role 
of his Tuesday night playirig. Others in 
the company, notably Mme. Boulanger 
as Prudence, Mme. Duc as Nichette, 
Mme. Seylor as Nanine, M. Denenbourg 
as Geston, M. Bary as Gustave, M. 
Favieres as St. Gaudens and M. Dorval 
as Varville, were of the most wala

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SMOKE MAKERS 
WiLL COMBAT 
PROSECUTIONS 


Permanent Organization Formed 
With a View to Having the 
Law Changed. 


One of the objects of the St. Louis 
Coal Users’ Association, which con- 
pleted its organization Tuesday at a 
meeting at the Planters Hotel, is to 
defend its members against wrongful 
smoke prosecutions and combat the 
work ef inspectors in the employ of 
Col. James Gay Butler, who gathers 
evidence to be used in such cases. 

The constitution and by-laws adopted 
provide that the organization shall in- 
vestigate charges of smoke violations 
brought against members and make a 
proper defense where the prosecution 
is, in the opirilon of the Executive Com- 
mittee, wrongfully begun; and to ‘make 
investigations along practical lines of 
equipments for consuming smoke. 

All users of coal for heating or high 
pressure power plants are eligible to 
membership. The tnitiation fee was 
fixed at $10, and the dues at $10 a year. 
The present smoke law providing a, 
fine for, the emission of dense smoke 
from smokestacks was criticised as un- 
fair, and if rigidly enforced, it was held 
that it would result in driving many 
plants from St. Louls. It was suggested 
at the meeting that amendments to this 
law be recommended. 

In a letter from the Bickett Coal and 
Coke Co., read at the session, it is ar- 
gued that smoke cannot be completely 
abolished. 

“It was stated publicl} in this city }4 
a few* weeks ago that we cannot legis- 
late smoke out coal—that we might 
engineer much Sf the smoke out of 
combination,’’ the letter stated. ‘No 
smoke-burning device hal#yet been per- 
fected which can change the immutable 
law, of combustion.” 

The officers elected were: President, 
Hugo Wurdack; vice-president, W. G. 
Young; secretary, O. A. Meltzow; treas- 
urer, F. R. Lowther; Executive Commit- 
tee—L. C. “Hermann, John T. Watson } 
dnd Charles R. Reed.

DISMISSALS* ARE* FEARED 
Discharge of Democrats Antici- 


pated, if Woerheide and Brins- 
made Are Confirmed.

JEFFERSON CITY, March &.—Con- 


firmation of A. A. Woerheide, president 
of the Police Board in St. Louispand of 
Hobart Brinsmade, a member of the 
Police Board, is being held up in the 
Municipal Corporations Committee of the 
Senate. 

One of the leaders on the Democratic 


side of the Senate told the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent this morning that 
in all probability neither would be con- 
firmed, and that it is certain that there 
will be no confirmation until both have 
been summoned before the committee 
and questioned. 
Dismissals Are Feared. 

The Democrats in the Senate say they 
cannot understand why the Police Board 
in St. Louis has failed to either recom- 
mission or remove several hundred po- 
licemen, especially captains, lieuten- 
ants and sergeants, and they express 
the fear that if the members of the 
board are confirmed there will be whole- 
sale dismissals of Democrats who are 
now in the Police Department. The Sen- 
ate met yesterday and confirmed many 
of Gov. Hadley’s appointments, but 
failed to include the St. Louis police 
commissioners. 

A senator who would not permit the 
use of his name, but who is fully in- 
formed on all party matters said to- 
day: ‘‘We Democrats can see no reason 
why the Police Board does not either 
recommission those men whose commis- 
sions have expired or relieve them of 
their positions. They should not be 
merely carried along, —. to remov- 
al at any time. 

“There has been a suggestion made 
to us that possibly many Democrats 
whose commissions have expired will 
suddenly find themselves oustei 
from their jobs as policemen after 
these commissioners have been con- 
firmed.

Rush Order Sent for 500 Mules to Ee Used in, 
Texas and Heavy Purchases of Equipment. 
and Rations Are Expected if Stay on 
Border Is Prolonged. 





The mobilization of troops and cav- 
ealry in Texas may bring hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in trade to St. 
Leuls. An order to buy 600 mules im- 
mediately in St. Louis was. received 
from Washington Tuesday by Maj. W. 
M. Coulling, depot quartermaster here, 
and the bids have been opened. 

This order indicates how hurried was 
the decision in Washington to concen- 
trate a large part of the army on the 
Mexican berder. In the ordinary course 
of events, such an order would be fol- 
lowed by advertisements for bids which 
would run for several weeks. But Maj. 
Coulling had circulars printed Tuesday 
and distributed them the same uay 
among the dealers here and Wednesday 
morning he opened the bids. 

The largest previous order for mules 
which camé to sy) Coulling was for 
100. 

Maj. Coulling says he talked Wednes- 
day morning with army officers pass- 
ing through St. ‘Louis, who left Wash- 
ington Sunday night, and they had 
heard nothing of the order for mo- 
bilization at that time. 

All the supplies for the army posts in 
Texas are bought in St. Louis and Maj. 
Coulling sas purchases for the extra 





troops mobilized there will be made 
here. 

St. Louis ‘is already a great supply 
point for the army. The veterinary sup- 
plies for all the army posts between 
the Alleghany and Rocky mountains 
are bought in St. Louis. There is now 
being delivered to the army $700,000 
worth of shoes, ordered last November 
and December from St. Louis factories. 
The average amount of supplies bought 
in St. Louis for the army amounts to 
$2,000,000 a year, but last year the sum 
aggregated $4,500,000. If the United 
States troops are in, Texas several 
menths, Maj. Coulling thinks St. Louis 
will furnish $1,000,000 worth of rations, 
clothing, horses and mules, harness, 
shoes and other supplies.

In financial circles We dnesday a deal 
was discussed by whitch 90 per cent of 
the stock of the Missouri State Life In- 
surance Co., whose home offices are in 
the Chemical Building, was to be placed 
in the hands of a trustee for sale to a 
big Eastern company. Some of the stock 
has been sold to John G. Hoyt of Cin- 
cinnati. Hoyt has been elected vice- 
president of the company. 

The price paid forthe stock was $240 
a share. 

Edmund P. Melson, president of the 
company, who came to St. Louis in 1892 
and organized it, wnder the terms of 
the sate, would retire. Melson formerly 
lived in Monroe City, Mo. When he 
came to St. Louis he had little financial 
resources, but was successful as an or- 
ganizer, and later made a fine record 
as president of the confpany.: If he re- 
tired, itAvould be with a fortuné, made 
during his connection with the company. 
When the company was organized the 
shares were at par value, and $35 was 
set aside as surplus. 

The company is considered the strong- 
est local life insurance corporation. It 
has written almost $30,000,000 of insur- 
ance and has shown steady gains every 
year of its existence. 


Hoyt Made Vice-President. 
The stockholders of the company de- 


posited their stock with William L. Mc- 
Donald, vice-president of the National 
Bank of Commerce, ‘who turned it over 
to Hoyt. After acquiring the stock Hoyt 
was elected to succeed J. I. Epstein, a 
real estate dealer, as vice-president of 
the company. 

‘Some of the stock of the company has 
changed hands,’ said President Mel- 
son to a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day, “but I do not think ana te like 
90 per cent of it. 

“TI have no intention of retiring as 
president of the company. I am going 
to stay right here. The company pos- 
itively will not be sold to any other cor- 
poration.”’ 

Some stockholders admifted Wednes- 
day that they had sold their stock on 
condition that the purchaser was to take 
9 per cent of the entire issue. ‘ 

It was said in financial circles that 
the offer to purchase Melson’s stock 
at $240 a share was made some time 
ago, but he declined to consider it 
unless the offer was made to include 
Bll the stock, the explanation being 
that he did not wish to take advan- 
tage of the other stockholders.

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INTERFERENCE WITH BUSINESS. 

“Don’t interfere with business,” continues to be 
the, stock argument against progressive laws of 
all kinds. Anything that will disturb business, 
or have a tendency to disturb it, must be avoid- 
ed. The argument is used with equal force 
against social or economic improvements—against 
nine-hour day.laws for women, child legislation, 
railroad rate regulation or tariff revision. 

Of course, business should not be disturbed. 
But there is a vast difference between disturbance 
of business and the prediction that business will 
be disturbed if certain things are done. Free 
trade with Porto Rico did not ruin the beet sugar 
industry as was tearfully predjcted. Reciprocity 
with Cuba brought no disaster as was foretold. 
The New York Gas Co. has beén paying dividends 
despite the enforced 80-cent rate, which was 
fought on the plea that it would ruin the com- 
pany. The railroads are still in business despite 
the rate decision. Their stocks and securities are 
selling as well as before the decision was ren- 
dered. Fear of tariff readjustment has produced 
no panic in Wall street dnd the fear of it is more 
likely to produce a panic than the reality. 

In fact, in most cases it has been found that 
regulation and resultant publicity have cleared 
the atmosphere, stopped frenzied financing and 
stock juggling, made business more honest and 
more respectable and, in the.case of social legis- 
lation} increased the self-respect of employers as 
well as employed. 

It is slowly dawning on prejudiced and be- 
nighted minds that business can adjust itself to 
any conditions that are fair, honest and just. 
If it cannot, it isn’t worth bothering about.

The population of Germany is now @,- 
896,881, an increase of 4,255,603 since 1906, 
or 7 per cent. This gives an annual 
rate of increase of about 1.40 per cent. 
The population of the area now em- 
braced in the German Empire was %.- 
831,896 after the fall of Napoleon, and 
by 1887 had became 81,589,547, represent- 
ing an average annual increase of 1,3 
per cent, or less than is now being 
maintained when population and popula- 
tion density have been more than dou- 
bled. 

Against @ present annual rate of 
around 1.5 per cent for Germany, we 
have for the United States an average 
annual rate of increase of little over 2 
per cent. But Germany is a country of 
great density of pepulation, compared 
with the United-States. Germany, more- 
over, is a country of considerable ex- 
cess emigration; the United States is 
a country of large immigration. of 
the increase in the United States pop- 
ulation from 1900 to 1910 of about 16, - 
000,000, nearly half came from net im- 
migration. Our natural rate of popu- 
lation increase is thus shown to be less 
than that of Germany; when, for the 
newer and much less densely populated 
country—a country, moreover, enjoying 
large yearly additions to the populatior 
of adult immigrants of low death rate

179,690,000 BU. 


Government Estimates Farmers’ 
Stocks Slightly Above Last 
Year’s Total. 


The Crop Reportin Board of the 
Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington, from reports of correspon- 
dents and agents, estimates the quan- 
tity of wheat in farmers’ hands on 
March 1 at 179,690,000 bu, or 25.8 per 
cent of last year’s crop. This com- 
pares with 173,344,000 bu, or 25.5 per 
cent on March l, 1910, and 143,692,000 
bu, or 21.6 per cent in 1909, and 152, - 
571,000 bu, or 28.8 per cent the 10- 
year average. 

Corn in farmers’ hands on March 1 
is estimated at 1,265,634,000 bu, or 
40.05 per cent, against 1,050, 865,000 
bu, or 57.9 per. cent in 1910, and 1, 047, - 
763,000 bu, or 39.3 per cent in '1909, 
and 925, 386, 000 bu, or 38.2 per cent 
the 10-year average. 

The quantity of oats in farmers’ 
hands on March 1, 1910, is estimated 
at 421,635,000, or 37. 4 per cent, against 
363, 159, 000 bu, or 86.1 per cent in 

910, and 274,847,000 bu, or 34.6 per 
cent in 1909, and 310,763,000 bu the 
10-year average. 

Stocks of grain in farmers’ hands 
on March 1 for a series of years, as 
reperted by the Department of Agri- 
culture, show: 
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1910 . ,000 73°34 44.000 368,159, 
About 64.5 per cent of the wheat crop 
will be shipped out of the counties 
where grown, against 59.3 per cent of 
the 1909 crop, and 57 per cent the aver- 
age for the past 10 F grees so shipped. 

The proportion of the total 310 crop 
of corn which is merchantable is about 
86.4 per cent, against 82.6 per cent of the 
1909 crop, and 83.6 per cent the 10-year- 
average. 

About $1.2 per cent of the oats crop 
will be shipped out of the counties 
where grown, against 32.7 per cent of 
the 1909 crop, and 28.1 per cent, the ww- 
year average. 

The quantity 6f barley on farms 
March 1 was about 31,062,a. bu, or 19.6 
per cent of 1910 crop, against 41,220,000 bu, 
of 24.2 per cent of the 1909 crop on farms 
March 1, 1910. 

About 60.4 per cent of the crop will be 
shipped out of the counties where 
grown, against 51.7 per cent of the sw.
